This small, economical Building was designed for 
a highwayside shopping area catering to farmers 
and commuters. Walk-in and Drive-in facilities are 
both furnished. 


Facilities for two tellers and a manager-teller, 
night deposits, and utilities are combined in a field 
stone veneered building spanned by laminated wood 
beams on 8 foot modules, Wood decking is ex- 
posed as the finished ceiling running past the glass 
to form the wide sun-controlling roof overhangs. 


Air conditioning is distributed by an oil fired 
warm air system; a small building with wide over- 
hangs to control sun and offer shelter for entry and 
drive-up window; poured concrete footings and slab; 
laminated wood columns and beams; native field 
stone veneer walls, plastered on interior; 2 x 6 
wood decking; built-up roofing.

This building for Fidelity Federal Savings and 
Loan Association is to be located in downtown 
Hickory. The site is large enough to permit a set- 
back of 35 feet on one street and 70 feet from the 
other with parking area on the other two sides of 
the building for 40 odd cars. The grounds will be 
landscaped rather extensively, with four tremendous 
old trees being saved. A reflecting pool is to be 
located on the West side. 


The building consists of three full floors, sur- 
rounded by a colonnade the full height of the 
building. The main floor will be used entirely by 
the Fidelity Federal Savings and Loan Association. 
The plan is symmetrical about a vault which will be 
the center of interest. The upper floor will be 
rented for the time being. The basement will con- 
tain a community room, employee lounge, work 
room, toilets, and mechanical equipment. 


The walls are curtain-walls of glass and colored 
panels. Total cost of construction, equipment, and 
furnishings is expected to be in the neighborhood

J. E. PASCHALL 


The finest traditions of the North Carolina 
Bankers Association were met in May during 
the NCBA convention as J. Ernest Paschall 
moved into the presidency.

He returned to 
the college in 1956 and gradu- 
ated with a bachelor of architec- 
ture degree May 29. He is mar- 
ried to the former Shirley Hollis 
of Charlotte, and they have two children. 


Another State College student, William E. Valen- 
tine, also a fifth year student in the School of De- 
sign, won third place in the competition and will 
receive $500 in cash. 


Valentine, son of Mr. and Mrs. H. L. Valentine, 
Jr., of Whiteville, also graduated May 29 with a 
bachelor of architecture degree. 
He is married to the former Jane 
Dorward of Whiteville. 


As their entry in the competi- 
tion, Walter and Valentine com- 
pleted a five-week problem in 
which they designed the theme 
center for the 1964 World’s Fair 
in New York City. 


The award which Walter won 
is the 45th Paris Prize of Archi- 
tecture sponsored by the National Institute for 
Architecture. The award has been given annually
